Mr. Richardson was a native of New England,
and a brother of the editor and proprietor of
religious journnl in Boston. He was the secret
eorrespondent of the Tribune In the Sonth while
the acts of secession were belng passed thore,
and the army correspondent of the Tvibune in
the West during the war. While In the dis-
charge of the datles of that position he was cap-
tured, and suffered confinoment fora time o
both Libby and Salisbury prisons. Ie escaped
from them, and, erossing the country, reached
the Uniondines. Boon afterwards he published
the “Field, Dungeon, and Escape,” a hook
which has reached the extraordinary circulatlon
of 90,000 coples. Ic subreguontly published the
life of General Grant, regarded ns one of the
most complete of the many books wrilten aboui
thiat distinguished Geveral. On the opeuing of
the Pacitic Rallroad, Mr. Richardson was dont
over that road by the Triliune, and gave to that
lewspaper much interestlng corresponduence, re-
plete with facts not previously known In rolu-
